Its headquarters were in Mayfair and 
Belgravia, and its London chiefs were 
seven aristocratic Nazis, some of them 
women of high standing. There were at 
least another hundred agents in provin- 
cial cities and towns. 

Names of the ringleaders were handed to Scotland 
Yard yesterday by a special envoy from the Second 
Bureau, France’s famous counter-espionage service. 


But the principal plotters had received a warning from 
Germany and had fled. One of them, a titled woman, has lived 
for some time in a house in Mayfair. 

Yesterday her house was empty. Even the servants 
had gone. 

The plots in France and Britain were worked on different 
lines.

ST CORSET HOUSE IN THE KINGDOM 


The newspaper “ L’Intransigeant ” 
announced that the two men—M. 
Aubin, news editor of the “ Temps,”

Meanwhile the “Second Bureau,” in 
its search for ahy who may have been 
involved in what seems to have been 
the crganisation of a “Fifth Column” 
in France, has sought assistance from 
abroad by getting into touch with the 
intelligence services of Great Britain 
and other friendly nations. 


WOMAN ESCAPED 


Great mystery attaches to a woman 
who is said to have been connected with 
the plot. 

This woman, described by the “ Paris 
Soir” as an “ Austrian Countess” who 
came to Paris from Berlin, is said to have 
been the brains behind the vast Ger- 
man propaganda machine, and it is re- 
ported that she succeeded in escaping 
from France into Germany shortly be- 
fore the police inquiries resulted in 
action. 

This mysterious Countess is believed 
to have been the same type of person 
as the woman who was engaged on a 
special mission in the Saar territory at 
the time of the plebiscite there. 

It is now being recalled that 
M. Daladier, the French Premier, was 
reported to have said, after he had given 
his famous warning in the Chamber of 
Deputies about France being threatened 
by intrigue and espionage, that he had 
the names of twenty people whom he 
would order to be shot if war broke out. 

The movements of Herr Abetz, close 
friend of von Ribbentrop, the German 
Foreign Minister, are now being 
checked. Herr Abetz was recently 
asked to leave France. 

Watch is being kept on all the men 
with whom Herr Abetz came into con- 
tact while he was in France. 

Many names have been mentioned of 
people under suspicion, including a 
member of the Paris Municipal Council, 
a well-known French actress and many 
journalists. 

Attempts to get into touch with some 
of the people whose names have been 
whispered about have been fruitless.

KINEMA CONTROL PLAN 


It is reported that the Nazi agents who 
have been operating in France were act- 
ing both for von Ribbentrop and Dr. 
Goebbels, the Propaganda Minister. 

Those under the orders of Dr. 
Goebbels, it is alleged, aimed at securing 
control of one of the largest kinema 
organisations in the country. In this 
way they would have had an excep- 
tionally powerful propaganda weapon 
throughout the whole of France. 

It was under the guise of kinema 
publicity that contact was made with 
certain journalists, who are stated to 
have received handsome payments with- 
out knowing where the money came 
from. 

A warning issued from M. Daladier’s 
office about exaggerations is believed to 
be aimed at discrediting rumours to link 
the names of many persons associated 
with the moves to secure Franco-German 
rapprochement together with the spy 
scare. 

The action of the Government in 
carrying out the purge of the French 
Press is regarded as a Sign of Cabinet 
strength, because, while it was rumoured 
that some sections of the French news- 
papers were corrupt and in the pay of 
the Nazis, it was not believed that the 
Cabinet would be sufficiently energetic 
or courageous to take really strong 
measures which might alarm public 
opinion and show the extent of the evil. 

“Ce Soir,” which has been one of the 
most outspoken newspapers in demand- 
ing vigorous action, returns to the attack 
tonight with the headline:— 

“Treason for the profit of the Reich.” 

It declares that in addition to the 
Austrian Countess, two German Prin- 
cesses escaped to Germany after the ex- 
pulsion of Herr Abetz.—B.U.P.

STORM THA 


BRITISH WARSHIP’S AMAZING DASH 


A WA 


HIS is the story of an island paradise, where there dwelt, in 
peace and serenity, a race of noble warriors and stately women 
remote from the modern world. 

_ _ Until, ten years before the end of the last century, the jealous 
diplomats of the Great Powers saw in its quiet harbour a strategic 
vantage point for their men-of-war in the Pacific. 


od 


ri Strife and bitter warfare came to that remote community. Rival 
chieftains were urged into warfare against their blood-brothers. Germany, the 
United States and Britain put troops ashore and, in sporadic affrays with the 
savage. inhabitants, killed and were killed. 
And, as if in indignation of the disturbance of the peace, the’ unpredictable 
elements of the Pacific staged a hurricane such as had s 


never been known in living memory. 


Suddenly, without warning save from the ancients of 
that island community, the tempest cracked down on the 
intruders in their mighty ships of war, putting them to 
flight, tumbling their vast hulks on the shore in ruin, 
drowning and maiming hundreds of their crews. 

But the story is not one of unrelieved. tragedy. 


personal courage of men in this, one of 
the greatest sea disasters of all time, 
shines through the murk of inter- 
national distrust. 

It was the pride of men which 
brought about the catastrophe; it was 
the heroism of men—and not least the 
heroism of those simple savages— 
which will be remembered long after 
the cause of the catastrophe is for- 
gotten. 

This could be called the story of the 
storm that kept the peace. Or it could 
be written as the epic of a certain 
Apian chieftain, who saved an Ameri- 
can man-of-war; or it could be the 
amazing narrative of a ship that was 
saved by a “human sail ”—steered into 
safety by the wind against the bodies 
of fifty sailors standing in the rigging. 


LIVED IN PEACE 


The island paradise was Apia, Samoa. 
For countless years the tall, dignified 
tribesmen had lived with their stately 
women in peace and contentment, 

The islands gave freely of fruit for 
all who were in need. No whisper of 
discord had ruffled their serenity. 

Until the year 1887, when, as a result 
of Germany obtaining the port of Pago 
Pago for a coaling station, the island 
became a battle-ground for rival chief- 
tains backed by German marines on 
the one hand, by American marines on 
the other. 

Fifty Germans were killed by natives. 

The giant warriors of rival claimants 
to the throne were at last in open and 
bitter warfare—fighting not for their 
own cause but for the convenience of 
an international power. 

Apia became a storm centre in world 
diplomacy. And as a result of it, there 
were stationed, on the night of 
March 15, 1889, no fewer than seven 
men-of-war—three German, three 
American and one British. 

The Olga, the Adler and the Eber 
were German. The American vessels 
were Trenton, Vandalia and Nipsic. 

The name of the British warship 
rings like a challenge through British 
sea history—H.M.S, Calliope. 

Turn down a main street of New- 
castle-on-Tyne today, and you come 
across her tied to a dingy wharf, neigh- 
bour to a grimy tanker. 


OMINOUS SIGNS 


The pronunciation is on the second 
Syllable, but in Newcastle they call it 
Cally-ope. She is a training ship for 
the R.N.V.R. 

But she has an air about her still. 
And on her fine mahogany wheel you 
will read ‘the inscription: “Samoa, 
1889.” 

On that March day in Samoa there 
were ancients on the island who said 
that the weather-signs were ominous. 
The glass was dropping, and the 
harbour was crowded, narrow, ill-fitted 
for so many big ships. 

The captains of the various ships 
were disturbed. The British captain, 
Henry Cory Kane, was advised by his 
second-in-command to sail out to sea. 

Lieutenant Henry Pearson reminded 
him of the hurricane of six years 
before, when every ship in this same 
harbour was wrecked. 

But Captain Kane had his. pride. 
The American and German comman- 
ders refused to be the first to leave. 
The result was that all seven ships 
stayed. 

Only Captain Kane took a simple 
precaution; he ordered the Calliope to 
be prepared for sea. 

There was an ominous calm in the 
afternoon. The barometer dropped to 
the lowest it had been for years in that 
part of the world. 

At three o’clock came the first great 
wind. The ships were trapped. 

The story of the scene on the 
Calliope is told today by Charles James 
Searle, now a man of seventy-five years 
of age, agile and efficient as he does 
his work as “housekeeper” to a ship- 
building firm in Westminster. He was 
orderly 

“ After a few hours of the storm,” 
ne said, “I thought I would take a cup 
of cocoa to the captain on the bridge. 
I fought my way there, and arrived 
with half the cup full. 

“* Have the men got cocoa?’ shouted 
Captain Kane. ‘If not, throw it away 
—I don’t want it!’ 

“I drank that cocoa myself. It was 
the only thing we had for many hours. 

“It was a night of horror. I was in 
two Egyptian campaigns. and Td 
rather have both of them again than 
that night of terror.” 

The storm mounted. Before mid- 
night, the tiny bay was alive with ships 
tugging at their anchors, and already 
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through the storm could be heard the 
dreadful grind of vessels on the coral. 

The Olga, rails under water, loomed 
against the Calliope out of control, 
crashed against her and continued on 
her crazy way shoreward. 

Captain Kane ordered half steam 
ahead to ease the strain on the anchor 
chains. He was lucky in having British 
engines. 

The American Vandalia had tried the 
same expedient, only to receive the seas 
in her engine room, putting out the 
fires and scalding the stokers. 

On the Olga, an amazing decision 
was taken. The German captain drove 
the ship shoreward, choosing a spot 
where the sea would cast the ship high 
and dry. The crash of his arrival on 
shore, to safety with all his.men, made 
the night more hideous. 

The gunboat Eber dragged her 
anchors and crashed into the coral, 
sinking and drowning all but four of 
her crew of eighty men. The Nipsic

To try 
and ride at anchor in that maelstrom 
of crazy ships was to invite disaster. 

One chance presented itself to him; 
the engines of the Calliope might drive 
her out to sea, 

At nine o’clock in the morning, after 
the night of a thousand escapes, ~ap- 
tain Kane gave the order “ Full Steam 


Ahead! ” and slipped the anchor cables. | NEW 


Lieutenant Henry Pearson had made 
a chart of the bay. 

“I had marked a tiny lighthouse on 
the beach. Captain Kane asked me 
what I proposed, and I told him we 
should get that landmark astern ard 


steady. Many men 
were injured, one 
nearly killed. And to them down below, 
after hours of the struggle, there came 
the message: “Hard Astern! ” 

It could mean only one thing to 
Bourke. The Captain was risking going 
on the reef to avoid another collision. 

The crash of the impact threw them 
‘to the ground. They waited, expecting 
the end. But to their ears there came 
only the sound of cheering. 

It was the Trenton that they had 
struck. Admiral Kimberley, without 
power for his engines, had watched the 
British ship edge towards him, seen it 
slacken speed just before the impact. 
And then, as the two ships veered away 
again, the Calliope put on full steam 
and edged its way past. 

“I would not have given a cent for 
the chance of the Calliope or any man 
on her at that.moment!” said one of 
the officers on the Trenton. 

But it was the British ship that won 
through to sea 

The scene on the Trenton itself was 
fantastic.

A red-faced, young looking man be- 
lying his seventy years, he describes 
how he joined the United States Navy 
from San Francisco and took part in 
the strangest manceuvre in the history 
of the sea.

The American Admiral, unable 
to use his engines or to hoist a sail, 
needed only a slight resistance to the 
howling gale to swing his bows round 
out of danger. 
_ He ordered fifty men up on the rat- 
lines, among them Mr. Mackay. “We 
were held against the ratlines by the 
storm,” he says. “Fifty of us, shoulder 
to shoulder, formed the sail. It was 
the first time in history—and it will be 
the last—when the fantastic manceuvre 
was tried. 

“ But it worked, Gradually. the bows 
swung round, and we were safe.” 


HUMAN CHAIN 


Soon after that, on the Trenton, 
came succour. At the height of the 
storm, through the boiling surf close 
to the sharp-toothed coral reefs, there 
came a canoe. 

Nothing could live, you would say, in 
that boiling sea. But the canoe came 
on, with a single man in it. It was 
Seumanu, the Apian chief, with a line 
from the shore. 

The chief had chosen to forget that 
it was the white man who had brought 
strife and bloodshed to his happy 
island. On the littered shore of disas- 
ter stood three hundred of his braves, 
waiting to help drowning white sailors,

Guns 
were flung high up on the beach, fur- 
niture and fittings were tossed ashore 
by mighty waves. Even the warriors 
themselves could not stand without 
linking arms in a human chain 

For hours on end the fighting men 
risked their lives to drag from the sea 
men who had been their deadliest 
enemies, who had destroyed all that 
life had held for them. 

The disaster of Samoa had brought 
with it a lesson from the primitive to 
the civilised world. 

The Calliope sailed out of the har- 
bour of death and destruction with her 
water tanks full of salt water, all her 
food ruined. She left behind her a 
scene of carnage such as the sea had 
never known. 

Four ships were total wrecks. Two 
lay on the beach with their backs 
broken, 

The tropical hurricane had avenged 
the broken peace of Apia. 

Two months later, at a Berlin con- 
ference, the neutrality of the Samoan 
Islands was guaranteed for ever. The 
storm had perhaps stopped a world 
War. 

And to-day the Calliope still flaunts 
her heavy carved sternwork to volun- 
teers for His Majesty’s Royal Naval 
Reserve. 

On the great wheel where twelve men 
fought to keep her headed out to safety 
through twelve hours of laborious pro- 
gress, there reads the inscription: 
“For God and My King!”

ETS TALK IT 


OOKING down, there was nothing 
but. an immense snowfield, a sea 

of white cloud frozen solid, 
glittering in the sunshine. Then 
suddenly, there came a rent in 

that dazzling carpet and through the 
hole, perhaps 8,000 ft. below, a neat 
patchwork of French fields with dots 
of houses and a thin ribbon of road. 
So, presently we came to Paris on the 
wings of peace a day or so before our 
wings of war roared over France, 
flight after flight of bombing planes. 
deadly, precise and punctually efficient. 


‘It gave one,” as the French them- 
selves would put it. “furiously to 
think.’ The air liner has made foreign 
travel so easy. so comfortable and so 
fast that, having once flown. few tra- 
vel'ers could ever wish to go back to the 
tedious old way of sea and rail. 


And yet this triumph of man’s in- 
vention has become a deadly menace 
to mankind. - The curse and the bless- 
ing are indivisible; progress and peril 
go hand in:hand. 


ECAUSE it seems only 

reasonable to “fly British” 
as well as ‘buy British,” I went to 
Paris in an Imperial Airways liner. It 
was some time since I had last flown 
and the noise of the engines has been 
greatly reduced in the interval. 


During the 75 minutes of actual 
flying time I could have talked to my 
neighbour without difficulty. The 
reason I did not do so was that she 
was too absorbed in “Gone With the 
Wind” to pay any attention to our 
own air-borne flight. 


It still takes longer to do the double 
coach ride out to Croydon and ick 
from Le Bourget than it does to fly 
from aerodrome to aerodrome. 


But the world’s great cities were 
built befpre the flying age, and have 
not yet adapted themselves to it. Cen- 
tral aerodromes are not yet available. 
They will be one day; it is only a ques- 
tion of time. 


Paris Just 
Shrugs Its Shoulders

ARIS was already en fête for 

the Fourteenth of July cele- 
brations. The fourteenth is the day 
of the year for all Frenchmen, but 
this year happens to.be the 150th anni- 
versary of.the storming of the Bastille 
and the establishment of the Republic. 


And so there were British troops and 
flying men in the streets once more 
and dancing in them, too, with all the 
rest of the crowd. And the Guards led 
the great parade on Friday when Lord 
Gort took the salute with the French 
Commander-in-Chief. 


But you can read all about that in 
the news pages. I mention my own 
brief visit merely because I went over 
to Paris to get some idea of what the 
French “man of the people ” is talking 
about and how he reacts to the atmo- 
sphere of crisis in which Europe has 
been living for so long.

OU wouldn’t think there was 

any crisis. The French talk 
far less about the risk of war than we 
do. Most of those I spoke to simply 
shrugged their shoulders when . the 
subject was mentioned. They’re tired 
of it. They-don’t: believe there’s going 
to be a war. 


They know that France and her 
friends will never start one, and, if 
anybody else should be so foolish as 
to do so, why “il s’en repentira! ”— 
that is to say, he’ll find he’s made a 
ghastly mistake. 


Old friends, who have lived in Paris 
for twenty years and more, assured me 
that the country has never been more 
united, and confirmed my impression 
that ordinary folk “can’t be bothered ” 
by foreign bluster any longer. 


Perhaps it doesn’t occur to them that 
they need to convince anybody of 
France’s determination. I can’t help 
wondering whether our own can so be 
doubted as to make continual protesta- 
tions of it necessary. 


Calling Up 
Another Fleet 


CURSOR ERCRRAE COC RERRAR AREER eeES: 
CTIONS speak louder than 
words, and we are certainly 
getting action today. Our naval 
manceuvres next month will be the big- 
gest since 1918, for Great Britain is vir- 
tually bringing a new fleet into being. 


Sixty warships ot the Reserve are to 
be manned, and 12,000 Naval Reservists 
called up to man them. In addition to 
that 30,000 of the new Militia are join- 
ing the Colours.

Well, it has; but whether for 

good or ill I'm not so sure. The Nazi 

newspapers have been very angry. They 

say, that these flights are “ provoca- 
tive.” 


That is “pretty cool,” coming from 
such a source, but one can, perhaps, 
understand the German point of view. 
For, however necessary such exercise 
flights may be and however much they 
demonstrate our own strength, they 
also demonstrate the one fact already 
known to every country—the frightful 
fact of the two-edged sword; the cer- 
tainty that there can be no attack 
without reprisal. 


It may be this fact which will 
ultimately avert the danger of war 
altogether, but it remains a little doubt- 
ful, to me at all events, whether it is 
wise to parade the power to strike 
when all our prayer and hope is that 
it need never be used.

F there is one thing about Brit- 

ish preparedness which does 
impress the foreigner more than any- 
thing else, it is our gigantic money 
power. Money still talks and the 
money voice of the British Empire can 
be heard the world over. 


It was heard again last week when, 
for three days in succession, fresh 
millions were called for under Supple- 
mentary Estimates. First it was 12 
millions for the civil departments; 
then an extra 79 millions for the Army; 
after that another 40 millions for the 
Air Force. 


The R.A.F. total for the year 
amounts to more than +£260,000,000. 
and this is a staggering figure. particu- 
larly when translated into a foreign 
currency. It is the final proof, if proof 
were needed, that our war wings are 
growing fast. Soon they will be as 
strong to defend us against air attack 
as our. men-o’-war have been strong to 
guard us on the seas. 


This year we are spending 730 mil- 
lions on defence alone—almost as much 
as the full Budget of five years ago. A 
big loan is to be raised, but it will be 
readily subscribed.

AMERICAN INTER-VARSITY MATCH IN WHICH OXFORD AND 
CAMBRIDGE DEFEATED HARVARD AND YALE BY NINE EVENTS 
TO THREE AT THE WHITE CITY YESTERDAY. 
Wethered, whom I have described as “the White Woodruff,” 
stands 6 ft. 6 in. tall and has a tremendous length of stride which he

Keeton Scores 
Double Century 


HE OLD GASOMETER AT KENNINGTON LOOKED DOWN ON A 
MIXED CROWD OF SPECTATORS—SURREY FANS HOBNOB- 
BING WITH THE SOCIALITES FROM LORD’S—WHEN MIDDLESEX 
ENTERTAINED NOTTS AT THE OVAL, AN ARRANGEMENT MADE 
NECESSARY BY THE ETON-HARROW OCCASION. 
Keeton and Harris, opening pair for Notts, paved the way to a 
huge score of 480 for five wickets, with a century partnership for the 
first wicket. But it was nearly all Keeton. 


In scoring his first century of the 
season—a double one at that—he showed 
all his old confidence and skill, and at 
the tea interval the Midlanders had 355 
for three on the board—Keeton 200 not 
out, and he was still in at the close with 

. Keeton, a skilful exponent of the hit to 
leg as well as many other strokes, outpaced 
the more restrained Harris. His progress 
was quick, his first 50, out of 65, coming in 
50 minutes, and his share of 104 runs made 
with Harris in 80 minutes was 71 
. Harris, though painstaking, twice cut 
the ball near enough for gulley to touch 
but not hold. In the end he was tempted 
to hook in the second over bowled by 
Peebles, and did not make allowances for 
a two-man leg trap 

It was noticeable that slow bowlers pre- 
sented more difficulties to Keeton, and 
Peebles, in particular. could not be hit. 
But 133 for one wicket by Nottingham- 
shire was the result of the first period of 
cricket, which was interrupted for a brief 
spell by a sharp shower. 

Heane became the attacking batsman 
following the interval, and he pulled 
Peebles among the crowd for six. With 
his first century of the season within easy 
Teach, Keeton waited for the ball that 
could be punished with safety and. as a 
result, his second 50 took him nearly 
twice as long to make as the first. 

When he completed his 100. the board 
showed 168 and, having reached 110. 
Keeton made his first bad stroke and nad 
luck with him. Brown. after running in 
a short distance, got right under a ball 
skied on the leg side and then unaccount- 
ably dropped it 

The return of Smith and Gray and the 
new pall in moO way perturbed the bats- 
men, and Heane was full of confidence. 

Not until Peebles had recourse to his 
slow bowlers was the second wicket stand 
cut short. Sims should have been credited 
with the wickets of both the batsmen 
taking part in it. but was again let down 
in the field. First he dismissed Heane 
with. to .all appearances, a top spinner. 
the partnership having produced 167 in 
two and a quarter hours, and raised the 
total to 271. 

Heane’s best strokes were on the leg 
side and he also drove skilfully. He hit 
eight fcurs in addition to the six

154. when Brown, at deep square-leg. re- 
peated his earlier plunder. In neither 
case could the chance be termed at all 
difficult. 
So Sims suffered and Keeton esca 
to reach 171, with the Nottinghamshire 
total with only two wickets down, at 310 
after four hours’ cricket, revealing an 
average scoring rate of 77 runs‘an hour 
Keeton bore a charmed life. When

when he was 196 and he duly completed 
a double century after batting less than 
four and a half hours. 

With the total past the fourth nun- 
dred, Gunn followed the obvious tactics 
of forcing runs. Peebles twice tried to 
catch him off hard returns, and the second 
time hurt his hand, though he continued 
bowling and had Gunn taken at long-off, 
the fourth wicket realising 72 in 40 
minutes. 

Peebles followed this success by dis- 
missing Knowles, but Keeton remained 
proof against all his arts and the efforts 
of six other bowlers. 

Passing his previous top score of 261 
against Gloucestershire in 1933, Keeton 
batted through the whole day of nearly 
six hours’ play for 263 not out. 

At one time he appeared to develop 
cramp in the thigh, but continued to run 
hard between wickets. His boundary 
strokes so far number 24, and Notting- 
hamshire, with 480 runs scored and only 
five wickets down, hold a position which 
they could never have approached had 
the Middlesex catching been up to normal 
standard.

No official figures are yet avail- 
able, but over 40,000 passed the turn- 
stiles— easily a record for a fight in 
Great Britain 

Inside the attendants, taken by sur- 
prise, did a fine job of work, and 
although hundreds got in for nothing 
there was very little trouble. But out- 
side was a very different matter. 

Thousands were milling around as late 
as 9 p.m.; there were traffic jams every- 
where and even the principals were 
delayed. 

It seemed to me that the White City 
authorities were able to handle the 
crowd, but those outside failed to do so. 
Goodness knows what will happen in an 
air raid when a crowd like this and two or 
three thousand cars can jam one of 
London’s main  outlets—the Western 
Avenue. 

Boxing promoters are still trying to dis- 
cover the reason for the show’s success. 

Last week I printed previous attend- 
ances at the White City. Doyle-Petersen 
for the British title was one of those 
fights, yet the crowd numbered only 
25,000. In fact, the previous best there 
was the 532,500 for the Gains-Petersen 
brawl. 

Well, Doyle was again on the bill last 
Monday, but the attendance had leaped 
to 40,000! 

The gate only amounted to £13,000 due, 
I suppose, to the vast number of 2s. 6d. 
seats available. 

What then is the formula for a success- 
ful big fight? Judging from this show it 
would seem to be 

(a) Cheap prices—2s. 6d. upwards 
and plenty at that figure. 

(b) A world title fight on the bill. 

(c) Good fighting supported by a 
good side show like Massa Doyle. 

(d) An open-air venue and a fine 
night. 

(e) No broadcasting. 

The Henry Armstrong-Ernie Roderick 
world welter title contest was for the 
world welter titie, but prices were high 
and broadcasting seems to have kept 
people at home. Staged in the open-air 
at reasonable prices it could have been a 
great success. 

Syd Hulls. who was at the Harvey- 
McAvoy fight, has lately made a huge suc- 
cess of provincial fights by putting on a 
good top-liner and charging cheap prices, 
but even he was amazed at the crowd at 
the White City. 

Anyway it is up to him and the General 
Critchley-A. J. Elvin axis, who put on the 
Harvey-McAvoy fight, to strike while the 
iron is hot and stage similar shows on the 
same lines. 

They have in Len Harvey and Tommy 
Farr two tcpline heavy-weights well sup- 
ported by Jack Lonaon and Eddie Phil- 
command the 
light-heavy division, while Eric Boon is 
the greatest light-weight draw we have 
ever had. 

So staggering was the White City 
crowd that a heavy title fight with Joe 
Louis is no impossibility (what would 
Farr v, Louis draw?). while Len Harvey 
vV. Billy Conn (who recently won the 
American titre) for the world light-heavy 
title is another natural, as is Eric Boon 
v. Henry Armstrong for the light-weight 
crown. `
